EDITORIAL NOTES. 


Oregon is receiving a valuable 
class of immigrants. The average 
amount of money brought by each 
tamily is $1,000. In one colony of 
86 Swedes and Norwegians from 
Michigan, Wisconsin and Illinois, 
the lowest amount held by any 
family was $500 and the largest 
$5,200. If there was a system of 
irrigation in this State that would 
make its present waste lands avail- 
able for agricultural purposes, Ne- 
vada would come in for a large 
share of this immigration that 
is now rolling west like a flood. 
Even Kansas, like California, ‘s 
going into irrigation. Western 
Kansas is almost a desert, on ac- 
count of the lack of rainfall, but 
with a good system of irrigation it 
will probably surpass the eastern 
end of the State in fertility. The 
largest canal ever constructed in the 
State is now contracted for. It will 
take water from Arkansas river and 
will irrigate a district forty mules 
wide. But for the short-sighted- 
ness of the last Nevada Legislature 
we might have been on the road to 
thrift and commercial independ- 
ence. The people will “see it“ 
some of these days. 


The expressions of indignation on 
the Board’s action in removing 
Dawson from the Superintendency 
of the Asylum are loud and general. 
The Enterprise, Appeal and, in 
fact, nearly every paper in the 
State, have universally condemned 
their action. The Board have com- 
mitted a very grave mistake in 
prostituting a charitable institution 
and using 140 unfortunate victims 
of insanity as a cat’s-paw to 
assist in carrying out their 
political promises.

EASTERN DISPATCHES. 


The citizens of Hastings, Nebraska, 


oo A 11 o'clock last night lynched two 


men for the murder of Cash Millett, a 
grocer of that town, onthe night of 

arch 26th. Millett, while on his 
way home, was assaulted by three 


8 masked highwaymen, and when he 


started to run away he was shot in 
the back, from the effects of which he 
died last Saturday night and was 
buried on Sunday. The affair created 
great excitement and the citizens im- 
mediately offered $1000 reward for the 
arrest and conviction of the murderers. 
Three young men—Fred Ingram, John 
Babcock and Jim Green—who had 
resided in and around Hastings for 
some time, were arrested a day or two 
after the murder. A clue leading to 
the arrest was a mask which one of 
them had dropped near the scene of the 
murder and which was proyen to 
have once been part of a stand-cover} 
in Green’s room ata hotel. The pris- 
oners were kept separate and officers 
succeeded in making two of them 
believe that the third had confessed, 
which was a fact, and therefore there 
was sufficient ground to lead every- 
body to believe, beyond doubt, that 
the right men had been arrested. 
Babcock was the one who made the 
confession, the substance of which 
was that they had intended robbery 
only, but when Millett ran away In- 
gram fired the fatal shot. 

Ingram confessed that he was con- 
cerned in the affair, but did not fully 
admit the shooting, stating that if he 
did it he was so excited that he did not 
know what he was about. Early on 
Sunday morning before Millett’s death 
became generally known the prison- 
ers were hurried out of town and 
taken to the penitentiary at Lincoln 
for safe keeping, as it was feared that 
the citizens would immediately lynch 
them. 

The Coroner's jury bad not yet re- 
turned a verdict and they refused to 
proceed unless the prisoners were re- 
turned, so that they could be exam- 
ined further. Accordingly the pris- 
oners were returned last evening aud 
taken to the court-house, where the 
Coroner’s jury immediately returned 
a verdict that Millett came to his death 
from a pistel-shot fired by the pris- 
oners. 

Upon being at once arraigned before 
Judge Work, Green and Ingram 
pleaded not guilty, while Babcock 
pleaded guilty. This was followed by 
intense excitement among the vast 
crowd assembled in and around the 
court-house, and it was expected that 
lynching would soon take place. The 
prisoners were put in a room and 
closely guarded by the Sheriff und 
several deputies, and close watch was 
kept by citizens to see that they were 
not spirited away again. 

At Il o’clock a large party of masked 
and armed men appeared at the court- 
house and, proceeding to the room, 
broke in the door and covered the 
guards and prisoners with about 30 
guns. The guards were ordered to 
leave, which they did, and thereupon | 
the mob took the prisoners, bound 
and gagged them and brought them 
down stairs. Only those who were 
masked were allowed to participate in 
the neck-tie sociable, all others being 
ordered back. 

The lyuchers proceeded to the St. 
Joe and Western Railway bridge and 
hung Green and Ingram without 
ceremony, the job being done quietly 
and quickly. Their hands and feet 
were tied and they had no coats, hais 
or boots on. The remains were left 
hanging tothe bridge. Babcock was 
not hung, but was taken back to town 
and turned over to the authorities. 
His life was spared temporarily at 
least on condition of bis confession. 


An Exploded Sewer and Te Dead
